DOMESTIC NEWS. 
T rolling a t Chicago— Jfand 8. M akes the 
Fastest H alf M ile on R ecord—O ther 
Races. 
C hicago, July 24th.—The Jockey Club 
races were attended by 8,000 people to-day. 
The track was in the best possible shape, aud 
all the conditions were favorable to fast time. 
The sport was exciting throughout. The great 
race of the day and the one most worthy of 
description, was the one between Maud S. 
and Trinket, and the wonderful time made in 
the heats by the six-year-old mare from Cin­ 
cinnati opened the eyes of the sight-seers 
who claimed to know something of horse­ 
flesh, and taught them that records are low­ 
ered faster nowadays than of yore. It is un­ 
derstood that there is already talk of a meet­ 
ing for Maud S. and St. Julien, and betting 
would probably be pretty near even in such 
an event. It was evident to-day that Maud 
was not driven for all there was in her. Dur­ 
ing the last heat her driver slowed up and 
looked over his shoulder on the homestretch, 
probably to save Trinket from being dis­ 
tanced. She might otherwise have finished 
in 2:12}. From the word “ go ” on the third 
heat she trotted very level and square, reach­ 
ing the quarter in a 2:12} gait. 
THE THIRD QUARTER 
In a 2:08 gait and the last quarter in a 2:11 
gait. Her performance raised the excitement 
to fever heat, and as she walked proudly 
back to her stable at the conclusion of the 
race the grounds resounded with cheers in 
her honor. The history of the heat was as 
follows: At the beginning Maud 8. sold at 
about 8200 to $1S0 in the pools. Owing to 
the bad behavior of Trinket they got off 
with some difficulty, and when they did get a 
start Maud sped away so fast that she beat 
Trinket to the turn. Here she left her feet 
for an instant. Trinket followed suit, but 
they both quickly regained their stride, and 
Maud outfooted the other clear down to the 
wire. In the second heat Trinket moved 
steadier, but although they went off at evens, 
Maud’s pace was such a lively one that at 
the first quarter Trinket made a break, and 
before bhe could settle down the chestnut 
mare had obtained a long lead, going to the 
half mile in 1:07}. Around the turn and 
back to the wire she slowed up considerably,

TRINKBT MADE A DASH 
For the lead, but was bo far behind that 
when she broke she barely recovered . in time 
to save her distance. Nobody would now 
bet against the self-evident fact that Maud 
would win, and there wa3 now only anxiety 
to Bee her do her best. Beta were freely of­ 
fered that she would make a2:17 record. The 
pair went away very fast, but Maud soon 
evinced her superior speed. 
She fairly 
skimmed the ground, while the people on the 
grand stand held their breath or shouted en­ 
couragingly to her and her driver, according 
to the degree of tbeir excitement.

N ew Y o rk , July 24th.—Sptaking of Dr. 
Tanner’s former feat, a correspondent from 
Minneapolis says : “ There was a short-lived 
sensation when the performance of his feat 
was first, announced, and another while his 
proposed wager with Dr. Hammond gave a 
business-like air to his vagaries. But in gen­ 
eral he was regarded as a mildly aggressive 
nuisance, who bored the public too much with 
his stomach, and newspapers too much with 
his theories, incorporated in portentious rolls 
of manuscript. A one of Dr. Tanner’s friends 
here talk any spiritualistic nonsense, but ex­ 
plain his feat on purely physical grounds. 
His ex-wife, as well as the doctors, believe he 
will succeed in his pre-ent attempt. She has 
great confidence in his energy and persever­ 
ance where his theories are concerned, though 
she has apparently very little respect for his 
efficiency in the practical rflairs of life. It 
is pretty certain, if Tanner does succeed, he 
will seek to realize in some way upon the 
notoriety he has gained, probably by lectur­ 
ing. After his last fa3t he made some tenta­ 
tive ventures into the field of public favor 
through »he newspapers, but he had not cap­ 
ital enough of fame to start with, and had to 
fall back upon keeping a Turkish hath.” 
Tanner is somewhat weaker and more irri­ 
table to-day. E.rlythis morning he com­ 
plained of a burning sensation in the stom­ 
ach, and was given two mouthfuLs of hot 
water, which relieved the distress. His phy­ 
sicians think it an unfortunate sign, but he 
says that during his fast in Minneapolis he 
often experienced the same sensation. He 
enters the twenty seventh day of the fast 
with no other marked change in his condi­ 
tion.This evening Dr. Tanner was better, chat­ 
ting with reporters on Spiritualism, ami giv­ 
ing his views thereon. He seemed lively and 
cheerful. He did not take his usual after­ 
noon drive, and retired at 0:30. His weight 
was 130} pounds, temperature 98, pulse 74. 
D uties of Federal M arshals. 
W ash in g to n , July 24th.—First Comp­ 
troller Lawrence has issued the following cir­ 
cular to U. S. Marshals : “ In the Appro­ 
priation Act of June 30, 1879, th° expenses of 
transporting convicts from one Judicial Dis­ 
trict to another, and the expenses ot salaried 
officers of the Government attending Courts 
as witnesses on behalf of the United States, 
were classed among the miscellaneous ex­ 
penses of the Court. This caused a change 
in the established mode of accounting for said 
expenses. In the Appropriation Act of June 
16, 1880, providing for the expenses of the 
Courts during the present fiscal year, the 
items cf miscellaneous expenses are not 
specified. This seems to indicate on the part 
of Congress an intention to leave the classifi­ 
cation of them to t*e < fficers of the Executive 
Departments, and the accounting officers 
have concluded to resume the former method 
of adjustment. After June 30, 18S0, Mar­ 
shals will charge on their accounts for fees of 
witnesses, the expenses of the Govern­ 
ment salaried officers who attend Courts 
as witnesses on behalf of the United States, 
and will render with their accounts vouchers 
for payments paid for the Btated items and 
sworn to as the law requires. Fees and ex­ 
penses incurred after said data in the trans­ 
portation of all prisoners are to be charged in 
the accounts for fees and expenses of Mar­ 
shals. Marshals who are required to remove 
c invicta from their own districts to prisons in 
other ois’.ricts, should obtain the approval of 
the Attorney-General to their bills of ex­ 
penses before including them in their accounts. 
This ofhee has been informed that in some 
instances guards have been used where there 
was no necessity for them, and that in other 
instances guard-hire has been charged when 
guards were not in fact employed. No con­ 
struction of the law will justify such charges. 
Guard-hire is uot a gratuity, but is only 
chargeable when guards are necessary and 
when they are actually employed.” 
G rant'» New E nterprise. 
B oston, July 24th.—General U. S. Grant 
was to-day elected President of the San 
Pedro and Canyon del Agua Company, which 
owns 40,000 acres of land in New .Mexico, 
including copper and gold mines. Eastern 
capitalists are largely interested in the enter­ 
prise. 
W ash in g to n , July 24th.—A correspondent 
of the Tribune learned the following facts 
from Colonel Grafton, of this city, in regard 
to the áan Pedro ami Canyon del Agua Min­ 
ing Company, of which Grant has to-day 
been elected President. It is a corporation 
organized uuder the laws of the átate of 
Connecticut, with the following officers: 
President. George William Ballou; Vice­ 
President, 11. M. I’ul-ifer; Secretary and 
Treasurer, D. H. Darling; Superintendent, 
M. G. Gillette. It has a capital of 810,000,­ 
000, iu 400,C00 shares. Its property is situ­ 
ated about thirty-six miles southeast of Santa 
Fe, in New Mexico, and about twelve miles 
south of the Atchison and Topeka Railway, 
which is now complete and in operation to 
and beyond tl a poiu*. The company grants 
contain 42.0UO acrts of land. 
“ This 
prnpetty,” sail Colonel Grafton, “ was 
brought to my attention during the late 
war. In last October 1 learned it was in the 
market, and I secured an option of it. I 
sent an engineer ta examine it and to report 
upon it, and after receiving the reports I pre­ 
sented the matter to Mr. Ballou, of Boston, 
who at once determined to organize a com­ 
pany for the purchase of the projierty, pro­ 
vided the reports made by my engineers were 
confirmed by his. 
We were fortunate in 
securing the services of Colonel Gillette to 
examine the property, and after receiving his 
report we visited it, aud the purchase by Mr. 
Ballou was consummated, aud the company 
organized. 
Copper, silver and gold were 
found upon it, aud the mines were worked 
extensively iu 1839 and 1842 by Mexicans, 
who carried their water for washing on the 
backs of donkeys. Hydraulic engineers have 
been employed by the company to bring water 
from the Sandia mountains to the placer 
mines. The work will be completed about 
the 1st of October. A large smelting estab­ 
lishment, for the reduction of the silver, will 
be erected and in operation by that time.” 
A Land Decision R eversed. 
W ash in g to n , July 24th.—The Secretary 
of the Interior has reversed the decision of 
the Commissioner of the General Land Office, 
and directs that a ¡latent issue to Ketcham, 
in the case of Ketcham against the State of 
California. The case involves a certain tract 
of land in Los Angeles District, which the 
Stato of California had selected for school in­ 
demnity purposes. This is one of the well- 
kuown Selby cases. 
A Re venae Decision. 
W ash in g to n , July 24th.—Tho Internal 
Revenue Department has made the following 
decision : The special tax of $5 to be paid by 
dealers in leaf tobacco, authorized by the 
Act approved June 16, 1880, is to be reck­ 
oned like all other special taxes in the man­ 
ner provided in Section 3237 of the United 
States Revised Statutes. If the dealer be­ 
gins business after the commencement of the 
special tax year, the tax is to be reckoned 
proportionately from the first day of the 
month in which the liability commenced to 
the first day of May following. A dealer to 
whom a Bjiecial tax stamp has been issued 
under the provisions of said Act, even though 
it be only for a single month of the last quar­ 
ter of the special tax year, will be authorized 
to purchase or receive and to sell or consign 
the full amount of 25,000 pounds during that 
month.

N ew Y o rk , July 24th.—Thomas Hughes 
will leave England for this country on August 
12th. His principal object in visiting this 
country is to supervise the organization of 
the Tenn-ssee Land Company, which is regis­ 
tered at Boston as a Board of Aid to Land 
Uwuership, composed of Americau and Eng­ 
lish gentleman, whose object is to encourage

The former 
will be confined to between forty and fifty 
acres, and the latter will not exceed 250 acres. 
Hughes will also deliver a lecture on co­ 
operation and the labor question.

in concert with other Powers, it was impossi­ 
ble for him now to explain the details of the 
reforms which they were demanding, or the 
stejw they were taking to press them on the 
Porte. 
Sir Wilfred Lawson (Radical)declared that 
he would oppose any warlike demonstration 
against Turkey as earnestly as uuder the late 
Government. He had opposed the demon­ 
stration against Russia. 
Henry Laboucliere (Liberal) protested 
against meddling with a matter that does not 
concern us, either in Armenia or elsewhere. 
Premier Gladstone denied that the Gov­ 
ernment was under any obligation to say 
whether a policy of coercion would be adopted 
or not. The House must be content, he said, 
to rely oa the ceneral rule, that it ia to the 
general irterest of the Government to make 
Parliament acquainted with its jiolicy. He 
inferred from the debate that the Govern­ 
ment would receive support from all sides in 
its endeavors to induce the Porte to carry out 
reforms.

several changes of front, satisfying complete­ 
ly neither the Whig landlords or the Irish Ex­ 
tremists. It will have, undoubtedly, a large 
majority on the third reading of the hill next 
week. The prospects of the billintheHouseof 
Lords are uncertain. The Whigs are still 
debating whether to follow Lord Lans- 
downe’s example or Lord Harrington's ad­ 
vice. The Tories hestitate to assume the 
responsibility of defeating the measure. 
Lord Derby preserves silence ; Lord Cairn re­ 
turns expressly to attack the bill. It is much 
remarked that Beaconsfield, amid the 
Government’s numerous troubles, holds 
himself in 
reserve, 
waiting for the 
moment when lie may intervene most mis­ 
chievously. Lansilowne’s resignation pro­ 
vokes criticisms on the management of his 
Irish estate. Lansdowne publishes an im­ 
perfect defense to-day. Mr. Redpath writes 
that he has been traveling over the Laus- 
dowpe property and regards the system car­ 
ried out there among the harshest in Ireland. 
The only man uot weary of prolonged strug­ 
gles in the House is Mr. Gladstone himself, 
who continues to take part with undiminished 
energy >n every controversy. He saved the 
budget by a narrow majority against the 
combined attuck of the brewers and the 
Tories, The Whigs were taken unawares, 
as lwuo y expected a serious conflict. The 
House was then well organized, especially 
the Liberal side, yet defeat would have in­ 
volved the reconstruction of the budget, and 
the reimposition of the malt tax, compared 
with wiiich the previous Ministerial Uiffi- 
culties would have been tri vaL 
Foreign affairs for the last few days have 
again enlisted some, though languid atten­ 
tion. The debate last night was only remark­ 
able because Mr. Gladstone thought it worth 
his while to extinguish Ashmead Bartlett, a 
noisy young jingo and Lady Bnrdett Coutts’ 
factotum. To-day the news of the Turkish 
refusal to accept the enlargement of the 
Greek frontier, as decreed by the Berlin Con­ 
ference, insures speedy publicity to the reso­ 
lution known to have been taken by the 
European Powers respecting the measures of 
enforcement. The secret has hitherto been 
so well kept that all announcements were 
purely conjectured. The reported disagree­ 
ments' of France and England are certainly 
untrue: Sir Charles Dilke, on whom the 
burden of the negotiations has fallen, besides 
representing the Foreign Office in Parliament, 
is ill and overworked, but refuses to take rest 
till the crisis is past. 
There is no further need of American con­ 
tributions in Ireland. 
The potato crop is 
ripe. Blight appears occasionally, and mostly 
iu fields planted with old seeds, in southwest­ 
ern Ireland. There is no apprehension of its 
spreading.

The Americans commenced 
shooting at 9:50 o'clock. Rockwell shot in

John Simons, William 
Townsend and Charles N. Raich, who had 
spent a week at the lake, were coming 
down in a private conveyance; when in 
Clear Creek canyon, just this sido of where 
the flame crosses the road tor the first 
time, the team was struck by a falling 
bowlder. They were driving along leisure­ 
ly when Mr. Balen saw the rock, which 
weighed several tons, coming down the 
steep mountain side. He called the atten­ 
tion of his comrades to the fact, and an 
effort was made to whip the horses up. At 
the same instant they saw the danger 
themselves, and became so frightened that 
they simply backed on their haunche9 and 
snorted with terror. It w as only the work 
of a few seconds for the rock to reach the 
team, and as it struck them it swept them 
off the road into the stream at the right, 
and sent the wagon and its occupants into 
the bnshes. The heavy grow’th of willows 
broke the force of their fall, and aside from 
a few scratches they were uninjured. One 
of the horses was completely obliterated 
and the driver, Townsend, wa3 covered 
with the spattered blood. The other horse 
was so badly mangled that he was shot in 
the head with revolvers to relieve him of 
his misery.

The fourth man wag 
found a short distance from the others with 
a centrc-lire Winchester rifle, loaded and 
cocked, in his hand. From the appear­ 
ance of the bodies and the camp the kill», 
ing must have been done last fall. Tha 
remains of a huuting outfit—provisions, 
saddles, wolf skins, deer skins and bedding 
were scattered around. The work has not 
the appearance of Indians, as the latter 
would have helped themselves to the prop­ 
erty.

THE WRECK OF THE M ITHILDS. 
The wreck of the Mathilde, on her way 
from Vancouver Island to Valparaiso, 
with lumber, brings forward a very inter­ 
esting question. The vessel was abandoned 
at sea, the olficers and crew taking to the 
boats. The boat in which was the chief 
mate and several seamen succeeded iu 
reaching Mazatlan, but that in which the 
captain and his wife and the rest of the 
crew were had parted from her consort in 
a heavy galo, and nothing more has been 
heard of her. The mate, however, says that 
he believes the captain made the Island of 
Socorro, and as it is questionable whether 
there is any water on that island, the pos­ 
sibility of relieving this portion of the 
crew is clearly a matter of prompt action. 
Nevertheless the agents of the Mathilde in 
San I rancisco have contented themselves 
with an appeal to the Collector of the Port, 
soliciting the aid of a revenue vessel. The 
Collector lias telegraphed to Washington 
for leave to employ the revenue cruiser 
upon this mission, but has not yet 
received 
an 
answer. 
Should 
he 
receive permission several days would be 
consumed in preparing the cruiser for sea, 
and meantime the unhappy people of the 
Mathilde, supposing them to he alive, are 
quite probably enduring the torture of 
starvation on the volcanic and inhospitable 
sides of Socorro. The general opinion 
seems to be that the San Francisco agents 
si the Mathilde should have dispatched*a 
relief vessel themselves, immediately on 
hearing of the situation, and that they 
should not have thrown themselves, in a 
crisis so urgently demanding swift 
measures, upon the dilatory and red-tape- 
bound mercies of the Government. The 
fate of the surviving portion of the Ma­ 
thilde crew is rendered the more interest­ 
ing by the circumstance that the captain’s 
bride, a young and brave girl of nineteen, 
is with the party. Certainly a vigorous 
effort ought to be made to save these un­ 
fortunates, without waiting for news from 
Washington. 


THE DEBRIS QUESTION. 


THE COERCION OF TURKEY. 
The Porte ha3 refused to accept the 
recommendations of the Berlin Conference 
in regard to the Creek frontier, and it re­ 
mains to be seen whether the Powers will 
enforce their policy. They all realize that 
the next steps to be taken are delicate, and 
that serious difficulties arc liable to be 
caused by their mutual jealousies. None 
of them have any regard for Turkey or 
any particular friendship for one another, 
but each fears to give the rest some ad­ 
vantage, and the majority are ready to 
unite to prevent any partieular Power from 
gaining anything. Austria and Bussia are 
jealous of England. Germany is appa­ 
rently determined to back Austria. France 
professes an ostentatious neutrality, and 
will not help England. And meantime 
the Porte is arming and preparing for war, 
and Greece appears not much inclined for 
the task assigned her. She has been told 
that she is to go forward and seize the ter­ 
ritory the Powers have said she ought to 
heve, and that they will prevent Turkey 
from injuring her. But just now it looks 
as though the old jealousies referred to 
might paraljze the concert of action among 
the Powers, and that Greece might conse­ 
quently find her undertaking much more 
difficult than she had anticipated. 
BURYING THE HATCHET. 
Tammahy has buried thehatcliet, and now 
the New York llcpublicans know that they 
have nothing to hope from aDy discord in 
the ranks of their antagonists. The fight in 
the Empire State will consequently be a fair 
one, both parties being thoroughly united, 
and both being in an excellent condition to 
test their strength. It is probable that 
the kind of tactics resorted to in 1868 by 
Governor Tilden will be less available this 
year, moreover, and that consequently the 
struggle will really be tolerably honest. No 
doubt the Democrats will repeat and vote 
dead men if they can, but the Republicans 
will watch them too sharply for those 
tricks to promise much; The most de­ 
termined work ever done in any State will 
unquestionably be done in New Y'ork this 
fall, however, for it is the pivotal State, 


It is interesting to find that the import­ 
ance of the debris question is being at last 
realized by those who have done their best 
to hinder remedial legislation, but it is 
impossible for those who bore the heat 
and burden of the conflict over this 
question to forget that the journals which 
are now showing so keen an appreciation 
of the dangers involved in an unrestricted 
flow of debris, were totally indifferent to 
these consequences when their co-opera­ 
tion might have been of some use. Dur­ 
ing the session of the last Legislature, 
when the R ecord-U nion was straining 
every nerve to secure the passage of some 
bill to take care of this question, the press 
of San Francisco was either hostile or in­ 
different, and its conductors could not or 
would not see that the harbor of their city 
was threatened by the deposit from the 
rivers, and that they had in fact as deep 
an interest in the prompt application of 
remedies as any of the farmers on Bear 
River. Now that Captain Eads has ar­ 
rived here, and now that the gravity of 
the situation can no longer be concealed or 
denied, we find those who obstinately re­ 
sisted all legislation in the premises 
thrusting themselves forward and dis­ 
cussing the outlook as though it 
had 
been 
their 
dearest wish 
to 
abate the evil for years. The adage “ bet- 
“ ter late than never,” no doubt applies to 
these eleventh-hour laborers in a good 
cause ; but it is necessary to remember 
that their support ¡3 only given when it 
has ceased to be necessary, and that when 
the practical beginning had to be made, 
they were in the ranks of the obstruction­ 
ists. It is also in order to remind these 
tardy converts that though they now per­ 
ceive the necessity of protecting San Fran­ 
cisco harbor, last winter they wanted to 
make the Bear river farmers and the peo­ 
ple of Marysville and Sacramento bear the 
whole expense of the remedial operations, 
and angrily contended that it would be an 
outrage to levy any tax whatever upon San 
Francisco. At present they can see very 
clearly that San Francisco harbor is en­ 
dangered by the debris, and they are very 
earnest in pointing out the necessity of 
protecting it. Had they been as clear­ 
sighted a few months ago it might 
have been possible to secure the pas­ 
sage of a better bill than that un­ 
der which the present operations are 
being conducted, and there would not 
have been so much misapprehension and 
prejudice on the subject generally. The 
truth is, that the debris question is one of 
the largest which has ever been forced 
upon a community, and it must be handled 
in a large way or not at all. It is said that 
Captain Eads ha3 expressed surprise at the 
extent of the devastation already effected 
by the wash from the mine3, and at the 
enormous quantity of it which has to be 
handled. 
When he has inspected the 
hydraulic workings thoroughly he will 
probably have a still clearer idea of the 
scope of the forces which are changing the 
face of the country, and sending the moun­ 
tains down into the valleys, to the ruin of 
the most fertile regions in the State, and 
to the serious injury of the rivers and 
harbors. 
It is said that Captain Eads thinks much 
may be done with brush dams, and that 
he bases this belief upon his Mississippi 
experience. No doubt he is too good an 
engineer to be deceived by apparent 
analogies, but it may be worth while to 
point out that the greatest possible differ­ 
ence of character exists between the debris 
of the Mississippi and that of our rivers. 
It is in fact the difference between vege­ 
table and mineral deposits; between the 
debris of alluvial soil and the debris of 
sand and gravel; and it is by no means 
certain that remedies which apply in the 
one case are equally available in the other. 
At present, however, the condition of mind 
which the public should cultivate in this 
regard ¡3 one of patient expectancy. If 
when the next Legislature assembles it is 
found that the operations of the Drainage 
Commissioners have not been very 
extensive, no disappointment need be 
felt. The question is far too large a 
one to be settled in a hurry, and it would 
be worse than useless to try to patch up 
a cure merely for the sake of temporary 
show. This evil has been proceeding in a 
cumulative way for twenty years, without 
let or hindrance. If the flow of debris 
could he stopped to-day there would still 
remain a great engineering problem in the 
disposition of the mass already deposited. 
It cannot, therefore, be expected that a 
single summer, the greater part of which 
must necessarily be devoted to investi­ 
gation, will suffice for the application of 
definitive remedies. As time ha3 been 
required to produce the evil, so time will 
be required to cure it. W hat is needed 
is an effectual cure, not merely a rapid 
one. 
We have called upon tho en­ 
gineers to show us how our rivers'and 
harbors can be saved without putting 
a stop to 
hydraulic 
mining, 
and 
since it is a compromise we want, we 
must be 
content to pay for it. 
Captain Eads has at least done one good 
service already. He has convinced the 
doubters that the debris question is a 
formidable one, and that it demands ener­ 
getic and sustained action. Henceforth all 
that ehonld be insisted upon is fair play 
and free play for those who have the busi­ 
ness in hand. We have now a machinery 
for dealing with it which combines science 
and business capacity, and which is there­ 
fore trustworthy. It is improbable that 
it could be dealt with better by any other 
combination, and wo may reasonably con­ 
clude that whatever can be done will be 
effected. If the next Legislature will re­ 
frain from interfering with the existing 
plans, and will afford snch material as­ 
sistance as may be required, the best re­ 
sults attainable may be anticipated. 
PRESIDENTIAL STUMPING. 
The announcement that President Hayes 
contemplated taking the stump for Gar- 
fiebl has raised quite a controversy, some 
thinking that such a sttp would be a 
degradation of the Presidency, and others 
rogarding it as a particularly good propo­ 
sition. We confess that we do not share 
in the horror with which some exceedingly 
reverent and pious Republicans have re­ 
garded this question. It might, perhaps, 
be in bad taste for the Presideut to make 
political speeches, but it is difficult to per­ 
ceive how it conld be a more heinous 
offence than a sin against conventions. 
The fact that tho President of the United 
States is always and necessarily a partisan 
cannot be ignored. The fact that all Pres­ 
idents have invariably employed whatever 
influence they possessed in the support of 
their own party, is equally notorious. If 
then a President should think it worth 
while to make speeches in behalf of a 
candidate for the succession, it is hard to 
perceive where the criminality of the step 
would lie. It is true that General Grant 
was not in the habit of making speeches 
on any occasion, but plenty of other Presi­ 
dents have been more voluble in public. 
Mr. Hayes has already made a great many 


speeches since he has been in office, and 
several of them have been of a political 
character more or less. In fact it is im­ 
possible for an Executive officer to address 
the public on public questions at all with­ 
out making some reference to the work in 
which he is engaged, and without taking 
the standpoint of his party in regard to 
leading issues. 
To our thinking the 
one real objection to the proposition under 
discussion is that Mr. Hayes does not hap­ 
pen to be a particularly eloquent speaker, 
and that therefore little is to Ire antici­ 
pated in the way of producing conviction, 
from his presence on the stump. It is 
true that his own early ideas of the duties 
of official position might stand in his way 
somewhat, but we find the strongest ob­ 
jection to his speaking to come from those 
who profess the least respect for civil ser­ 
vice reform, and this is odd, to say the 
least. We do not think the question one 
of very great importance, nor do we think 
that President Hayes would “ degrade” 
his office by going on the stump. But if 
there is any serious objection to the step it 
might be as well for him to forego his al­ 
leged intention, inasmuch a3 no decided 
advantage promises to accrue from his per­ 
sonal participation iu the canvass. Were 
he to remain at Washington and let loose 
all the available federal officials upon the 
stump, we presume no fault would be 
found with him by those who now appear 
to be so much shocked, and yet in that case 
there would be grounds for censure and 
disapproval which certainly cannot exist in 
regard to his own speaking. 


MEXICAN POLITICS. 
The Mexicans may be gradually reducing 
the friction in their governmental ma­ 
chinery, but certainly appearances are 
against them. Their politics continue to 
be enlivened with revolutions of the most 
pronounced kind, and such little matters 
as the seizure of towns, the levying of 
forced loans upon merchants, the cutting 
of throats, and so forth, arc looked upon 
as indispensable adjuncts to all important 
elections. The recent doings of Ramirez 
and others would in any other country be 
thought to indicate a very unsettled con­ 
dition of things, but we are assured that 
nobody at Washington apprehends any 
real trouble, and that the election of Presi­ 
dent Gonzalez is expected to be acquiesced 
in quite peaceably. There is a special in­ 
terest in these Mexican politics for such 
as perceive that in this country we have 
now a source of weakness which tends 
continually 
to disseminate 
Mexican 
methods, and to accustom the American 
people to them. In the unrepublican con­ 
dition of the Southern States we, in fact, 
have all the elements of Mexican politics, 
and the most dangerous phase of 
the matter is the growing indif­ 
ference to this state of affairs. The 
Mexicans began with very good forms, but 
being atllicted with a powerful uncivilized 
clement they were unable to maintain 
these legitimate methods, and so they 
have gene from bad to worse, until no 
election is expected to pass over without 
violence and lawlessness. 
The central 
Government has been so weakened by 
these constant intestine broils that the 
provinces no longer fear or reBpect it. A 
similar state of impotence may await our 
central Government if the present condi­ 
tion of polities in the South is permitted 
to become chronic. Constitutions which 
cannot be enforced will perish. Declara­ 
tions that every State of the Union shall 
have a republican form of government are 
worthless so long as they are not csrried 
out. Ten States of the Union to-day are 
without a republican government, in prac­ 
tice, and while that remains the case the 
country will be exposed to whatever ill 
effects naturally flow from Mexican politics. 


SAN FRANCISCO ITEMS.

Lieutenant-Colonel C. F. Crocker, of 
Governer l’erkins’ staff, has declined the 
position of Major of the Second Infantry, 
N .O .

There were 87 deaths last week ; CO 
males and 27 females. 
Heart disease 
caused 2 deaths, consumption 19, and pneu­ 
monia 2. 
It is said that the Hawaiian Government 
lias granted a subsidy of §25,000 a year 
for a line of steamers between Honolulu 
and this port. 
The Chinese have abandoned the idea of 
resisting the payment of license, under the 
vigorous determination of Collector Siuton 
to arrest Chinese everywhere refusing to 
comply with the license ordinances. 
The Superintendent of Streets last night 
issued an order discharging all laborers em­ 
ployed upon the streets, as the Street De­ 
partment fund for the month of July is 
exhausted. No laborers will be employed 
until August 1st. 
On the 10th of next month the annual 
exhibition of the Mechanics’ Fair Managers 
will be held at the Pavilion. The interior 
of this gigantic edifice is now beiD g put in 
order for that purpose, gangs of workmen 
being actively employed in the work. 
In Department No. 11 of the Superior 
Court this afternoon, I. M. Kalloch was 
arraigned for the murder of Charles De 
Young. The accused was allowed uut.l 
Thursday next to plead. On that day a 
motion to set aside tne indictment will be 
made, and argument upon the motion was 
set for 1 o’clock, one week from Saturday. 
One hundred and forty-one candidates 
for teachers’ certificates appeared at the 
examination yesterday—81 for first grade, 
60 for second grade. During the week, 119 
applicants were excluded from examina­ 
tion, on failing to attain the required 60 
per cent, minimum in arithmetic, grammar, 
or theory and practice of teaching. The 
examinations are now concluded. 
The schooner Little River, from which 
Anderson, the master, was brought ashore 
suffering from small-pox and taken to the 
pest-house, is still iu quarantine, and no 
lurthcr development of the disease has oc­ 
curred on board. Anderson and his wife 
are progressing favorably, but the man 
Hamdtun, who brought small-pox with 
him from Sacramento, is in a dangerous 
condition. Health Officer Meares says that 
no new casos have been discovered in the 
city, and he is inclined to think that there 
is no ground for fears in the matter. 
To ToeR ists.—On the 20th of July the 
trail leading from Yosemite Valley by way 
of Register Rock to Nevada and Vernal 
Falls became free by the expiration of the 
lease. From Snow’s, which tourists will 
recognize as the hotel situated between 
Nevada and Vernal Falls, there is a trail 
leading to Glacier Point and Sentinel 
Dotne. This trail was constructed by 
Henry Washburn, and is still the private 
projierty of that gentleman, but he has not 
collected tolls for its use during the past 
two years. The absence of toll upon the 
route indicated opens a free trail to the 
following jioints of leading interest in the 
valley : Venial Falls, Snow’s, Nevada 
Falls, Summit of Nevada Falls, Cloud’s 
Rest, Little Yosemite Valley, South Dome 
(except as to the use of the rope). Glacier 
Point, Sentinel Dome, and thence by way 
of Paragoi’s to Clark’s Big Tree Station. 
Thus all complaint as to the collection of 
tolls to the leading points of interest in 
the valley is removed. The Commissioners 
should cause notices of these facts to be 
posted in the valley.

A Fatal Explosion. 
M odesto, July 24th.—A terrible explosion 
occurred yesterday afternoon iu the engine 
owned hy Moses May, used as a thrashing 
engine, on the farm of J. V. Davis, near 
Tuolumne City. It exploded, blowing out 
both ends of the boiler. The fireman, J. S. 
Dooly, was blown fifty-nine yards from the 
engine. The separator was blown about 
thirty feet from its place, and was consider­ 
ably broken up. Dooly died a few hours 
after. Eight other men were more or less 
injured, one probably fatally. The field was 
set on fire and the stack they were thrashing 
was consumed, but no further damages were 
sustained from the fire.

WASHINGTON TERRITORY. 
The Skagit Digging*—Strange A ccident. 
SE TTLE, July 24th.—The steame.r Joseph­ 
ine arrived July 2'2d from the head of navi­ 
gation on the Skagit, bringing $6'J0 north of 
gold dust and a large number of passengers, 
one of whom, C. P. Stone of this city, brought 
down a 830 nugget, taken out last week on 
Ruby creek, and the largest one yet found in 
that locality. The trail contractors are also 


among the passengers, they having com­ 
pleted a trail through from AJma to a central 
part of the diggings. Mr. Stone states that 
one firm of traders at the head of navigation 
have purchased §10,000 worth of dust taken 
out during the past tour weeks. There are 
now some 400 meu iu the mines. The water 
is falling rapidly, and active operations will 
soon be commenced. At present a large 
number of men are at work with rockers, 
taking out in many cases from §6 to §12 per 
day.Last Saturday night a large pine tree fell 
on the cabin occupied by Andrew Erckin and 
son, on Slate creek. The father and sou 
were asleep at the time. The son, hearing 
the crash, sprang from his bunk, and while 
endeavoring to waken his father, the tree 
struck the cabin roof, crushing it in. A 
large crosscut saw, which was hanging from 
one of the rafters,_ fell on the father, striking 
him and cutting him almost in two, just as he 
was emerging from his bunk, killing him in­ 
stantly. Mr. Erckin was from Rock Island, 
Illinois, where he leaves a wife and family. 
He was formerly a prominent miller of Du­ 
buque, Iowa. 


A FACILE INSTRUMENT. 
General Garfield in a speech in Congress 
on the 17th of January, 1868, referring to 
General Hancock’s course as military com­ 
mander of the district of Louisiana and 
Texas, said : 
“ I will not repeat the long 
catalogue of obstructions which he [Presi­ 
dent Johnson] has thrown in the way by 
virtue of the power conferred upon him in 
the Reconstruction law of 1S67, hut I will 
allude to one example where he has found 
in a Major-General of the army a facile in­ 
strument with which more effectually to 
obstruct the work of reconstruction. This 
case is all the more painful because an 
otherwise meritorious 
officer, who bears 
honorable scars earned in battle for the 
Union, has been made a party to political 
madness which has so longed marked the 
conduct of the President. The General 
was 
sent iuto the district of Louis­ 
iana 
and Texas with a law of Con­ 
gress in his hand, a law that commands 
him to see that justice is administered 
among the people of that country, and 
that no pretense of civil authority shall 
deter him from performing his duty, and 
yet we find that officer giving lectures in 
the form of proclamations and orders on 
what ought to be the relations between the 
civil and military departments of the Gov­ 
ernment. We see him issuing a general 
order iu which he declares that the civil 
should not give way before the military. 
We hear him declaring that he finds noth­ 
ing in the laws of Ixiuisiana and Texas to 
warrant his interference in the civil admin­ 
istration of those States. It is not for him 
to say which should be first, the civil or 
the military, in that rebel community. It 
is not for him to search the defunct laws of 
Louisiana and Texa3 for a guide to his con­ 
duct. It is for him to obey the laws which 
he was sent there to execute. It is for 
him to aid in building up civil govern­ 
ments rather than preparing himself to be 
the Presidential candidate of a party 
whioh gave him no sympathy when he was 
gallantly fighting the battles of the coun­ 
try.”

Congress has voted the bankers $450,000.000 
in gold notes. 
If all the greenback speeches 
could be published W eaver would be elected. 
Some d—d fool says w hat’s the use of paper 
money, gold is better, it don’t depreciate. 
W hy does paper money go down ? There has 
been and is paper money as good as gold, and 
there was pajier money th at w ent down to 16 
cents. 
The kind the W eaver party wants is 
th at of 1 SGI, receivable for all 
public and 
private debts.

In 1860, when 
the war broke out, money was necessary ; the 
Cabinet asked the capitalists for gold and 
couldn't get it, and the capitalists wanted to 
lend it paper at six and ¡eight ner cent, inter­ 
est.

Accumulate!! proofs no longer allow us 
to doubt the constant agency of w ater in 
the production of volcanic phenomena, 
i t 
would seem th a t sea-w ater passes into the 
subterranean reservoirs either by percola­ 
tion through fissures or by transudition 
under the enormous pressure it sustains. 
Coming in contact w ith th e incandescent 
lava at a great depth, it is vaporized, and 
the accum ulation of steam causes from 
tim e to tim e an explosion of those subter­ 
ranean boilers. 
A lthough the heat of the 
lava-stream s Í3 rapidly dissipated by con­ 
tact with the air, th e tem perature of the

W ere it not over 1,200', the pressure of 
the steam generated by m atter thus heated 
would be ample to account for th e explo­ 
sive force of eruptions.

tw enty kilom eters for the seat of this 
force, in order to explain the existence of 
m atter in fusion, for there is nothing to 
m ilitate against the supposition th a t the 
earth ’s crust is tlrinner in volcanic regions 
than elsewhere. 
I t is quite probable th a t 
the inner surface of this crust is furrow ed 
and fissured, especially along the lines of 
unequal density where th e continents join 
the ocean beds.—[It. R adau, in Popular 
Science M onthly. 


A correspondent of th e Boston H erald, 
w riting from A ltoona, P a., w ith regard to 
th e great w orkshops of th e Pennsylvania 
R ailroad and th e w ear of a locomotive, 
says : 
The engirie, once in service, is by 
no means lost sight of. 
Its m ovem ents are 
as thoroughly noted as are those of an 
ocean steam er. 
In M r. E ly’s office in this 
city there is ail immense board covered 
w ith little pegs, upon which hang small, 
round, colored disks, from th e under part 
of which has been cu t a sm all portion. 
These pegs and disks are nn:nl>ered from 1 
to 1,200. 
Each num ber corresponds w ith 
an engine. 
On one p a rt of tne board the 
pegs are num bered consecutively. Looking 
a t this p art for any particular engine th a t 
m ay be derired, and on th e disk will be 
found “ P tg h .,” “ N. Y .,’ or “ P .,” etc. 
T his refers you to th e division w here the 
engine is. 
Looking to th a t division on 
th e board and finding th e num ber on the 
engine, another little disk, by m eans of its 
color, will tell you ju st w hat condition the 
engine is in. If the disk is pure w-hite th e 
engine is in perfect order. 
If th e disk is 
bordered by a red line th e engine needs 
only such slight repairs as m ay be made 
w ithout w ithdraw ing it from th e service. 
If th e disk is covered one-half w ith red, 
repairs are reqnired of a very slight nature, 
b u t for w hich th e engine m ust proceed to 
th e shop. 
If the entire disk is pale gray, 
repairs of a m ost im portant character are 
needed, though still deem ed slight. A disk 
en tirely blue denotes a machine th a t needs 
very substantial repairs. 
One-half black 
and half w hite indicates th e m achine is 
being built over. 
A disk all black denotes 
an engine dead, unfit save to be cu t up or 
sold. 
T his record is changed every week, 
aud is so com plete as to enable any one to 
see a t a glance ju st the condition of the mo­ 
tive [lower. 
R epairs are never undertaken 
if th ey will cost over $3.000. 
F or th a t a 
new standard boiler can be built, and u n ­ 
less an engine is of the standard p attern 
she is never built over ; for th e company 
does n ot wish to perpetuate old engines, 
and to pay m ore th an $3,000 w ould not be 
so economical as to pay- the interest on the 
value of a new m achine. 
H ere again true 
economy steps iu to change th e practice of 
blind conservatism . 
An engine on this 
road is alw ays m ost carefully used. 
A fter 
th e locomotive is placed in th e hands of an 
engineer it is cared for w ith the w atchful­ 
ness of a parent’s affection. 
A m ost accu­ 
ra te record of its perform ance is made, 
k ep t and compared w ith th a t of other en­ 
gines. 
As freight is paid for per ton per 
m ile, so the cost of an engine ¡3 reckoned.- 
T he am ount of coal consum ed per car per 
engine mile being calculated, it is easy to 
see, 
by 
dividing 
this 
by 
th e 
to n ­ 
nage, 
ju st 
how 
m uch 
coal 
it 
takes 
to 
move 
a ton 
of 
freight 
one 
en­ 
gine mile. 
And th e engine th a t does 
th e m ost successfully is the cheapest. 
Finally, after having traveled many th o u ­ 
sands of miles, having safely hauled m ill­ 
ions of hum an beings, our locomotive is 
sen t to th e shop condem ned, dead. 
I t is 
ignominiously bundled off into a corner to 
stand w ith a lot of others u n til cu t up or 
sold off. 
Its im m ediate neighbors may be 
ones like itself, worn out, perhaps “ died 
in th e harness,” or again victim s of the 
vain w rath and assassin-like Communism 
of P ittsburg rioters. 
The little disk th at 
records in th e Superintendent’s office its 
physical condition has turned to black. 
T here is no hope. 
To-morrow a com m ittee 
of inspection will condem n it to be cu t to 
pieces. 
In to th e furnace th e parts will go, 
to emerge, like th e mill w here old men 
were ground into new, rejuvenated, ready 
to take a place in some new m onster steel 
h eart and transm igrated soul.

HIKING NOTES. 


Nevada county has 217 mining and irri­ 
gation ditches, aggregating 824 miles in 
length. 
The Hillside furnace at Pioche, Nev., is 
running well, and turning out a hundred 
bars a day. 
I t is said that a mining shaft 1,000 feet 
deep is to be sunk by capitalists near 
Grantsville, Nev. 
Five stamps at the Silver Nugget, Globe 
District, A. T., are said to be turning out 
over $1,000 per day. 
The material for a 40-stamp mill on the 
Custer mine, Bonanza City, Idaho, is now 
on the road to that place. 
Captain J. K. Owens has built five large 
quartz mills in the Black Hills—two 00- 
stamp, one SO, one 30 and one 120. 
Last week some men engaged in cleaning 
out the old Montreal shaft, Lyon county, 
Nev.. discovered the skeleton of an Indian. 
The Blackfoot (Idaho) Register says a 
man who moved to Wood river from Boise 
City, and was obliged to borrow money to 
get there, has just sold a mine for $75,000. 
On Little Abique Creek, near Silverton, 
Or., coal has been found. 
It crops out 
everywhere in that vicinity, and is found 
for miles below in the main creek with the 
gravel and pebbles. 
The gold mines of Gilpin county, Colo­ 
rado, employ fifteen quartz mills with 602 
stamps at the present time, with a monthly 
output of over $125,000. The smelting ore 
brings an equal return. 
In the northern part of Sweden there 
has just been discovered a mountain in 
which lies a vein of magnetic iron ore 
(loadstone) of unknown length and more 
than a meter in depth. 
T. B. Cropper has been working one of 
the Waugaman gold separators on the 
beach between San Andreas and Aptos. 
From old miners who have visited the spot 
the W atsonville Pajaronian learns that it 
is a great success. 
.1. Clevenger, of San-lose, who has just 
returned from the Skagit mines, says “ a 
man cannot make a dollar a week there at 
mining or anything else." 
He, with 65 
others, left the mines on the 1st instant in 
disgust, leaving about 100 unfortunates be­ 
hind them. 
lief erring to the assessment levied about 
a month ago on the S ivage mine, the Bos­ 
ton ikonomisi says : 
“ The Salvage Min­ 
ing Company has levied aa assessment of 
SI per share'. ” 
As the Savage is popularly 
known as a water mine, the mistake was 
quite natural. 
It is rumored at Grantsville, says the 
Austin (Nev.) Reveille, that a company of 
capitalists have arranged for sinking a 
shaft 1,000 feet in depth on a series of lo­ 
cations recently made adjoining the Ala­ 
meda, in the mountain west of the town 
of Grantsville. 
The enterprise is in the 
hands of men who have hail large experi­ 
ence on the Cemstock, and if carried out 
as reported means mining in a scientific 
manner, i t is claimed that machinery has 
been shipped from San Francisco for the 
new shaft indicated above. 
Messrs. Ladd, Harvey and Emmons have 
discovered a large ledge on the mountain, 
above the Eagle mine, in Spring Valley, 
says the Winnemucca (Nev.) Silver St<ile. 
We are informed that it is fifteen feet wide, 
and th at it contains very rich gold-bearing 
quartz. 
It has been named the Nugget, 
and is located by the above-named persons. 
Specimens of the ore assay from $300 to 
$6,000 in gold to the ton. 
In early days a 
large quartz bowlder, which was studded 
with gold, was found near where the ledge 
has been discovered. 
The bowlder cre­ 
ated considerable excitement among pros­ 
pecters, who spent weeks looking for the 
.edge from which it was sup]iosed to have 
broken off, but their labors were in vain. 
The impression now prevails that the Nug­ 
get is the ledge of which they were in 
search, and that it will prove to be a very 
valuable mine. 
Spring canyon, near the 
head of which it is situated, has produced 
hundreds of thousands of dollars in gold- 
dust, and has been worked extensively, by 
whites and Chinese, when w ater could be 
procured to run rockers. 
It is supposed 
that the gold found in these placers came 
from the Eagle, or Vandewater Company’s 
mine, and the Nugget. 


NORTH CAROLINA MOUNTAIN VILLAGES.

The awful solitude of the forests is 
scarcely broken by them. 
Half of their 
nnpainted, weather-beaten houses are al­ 
ways empty, the inmates having appa­ 
rently died, or gone farther into these 
sleepy wildernesses and forgotten to come 
back. 
Tne roads leading to them are 
always over break-neck precipices and in 
scandalous disrepair, one generation put­ 
ting off to another the mending of them. 
There is always a deserted mica mine on a 
neighboring hight. shining like a fountain 
of silver gushing from the rock ; there is 
always a stream which “ would give a pow­ 
erful yield of gold, only we folks don’t 
count much on them oncertain ways of 
makin' a livin’.” There arc always one or 
two families of educated, well-bred peo­ 
ple. 
They have little money, but they 
feel the need of it less here than any­ 
where else in the States. 
They live in 
roomy wooden houses, the walls, ceilings, 
and floors frequently made of a purplish 
fine-grained poplar, which no Persian car­ 
p. t or tapestry could rival in beauty ; they 
buy no new books, but they have read the 
old ones until they are live friends ; they 
never saw a Geromc or a Fortuny, but 
their windows open on dusky valleys, deli­ 
cate in beauty as a dream, on rushing 
water-falls, on rainliow veils of mist float­ 
ing over dizzy hights ; they dress in home­ 
spun, and sit on wooden benches, hut 
knowing nothing of fashions or bric-a-brac, 
thoir sonls sit at ease and are quiet, and 
they never feel the aching void of an 
empty pocket. 
Our travelers were wel­ 
comed to many a room where trunks, the 
spinning-wheel, and the cooking-stove filled 
one side, and the bed and a portrait of a 
Revolutionary ancestor the other, where 
flat-irons and silver goblets, Shakespeare 
and the blacking-brnshes, amicably keep 
company on the mantle-sbelf, but in which 
the fine quick wit aDd the grave courtesy 
of their hosts would have dwarfed the 
stateliest surroundings.—[Rebecca Harding 
Davis. 


A N e w S t r e e t N i u s a n c e . —A new street 
nuisance lately introduced in London was 
a small wind instrument, mounted on a 
perambulator. 
It had fourteen notes, and 
was played by turning a handle, after the 
manner of an ordinary barrel or/an. 
The 
peculiarity of the instrument consisted in 
the manner in which the wind of the bel­ 
lows was admitted to the reeds. 
The 
turning of the handle worked the bellows, 
and at the same time slowly wound through 
the instrum ent a strip of stout paper about 
six feet long and perforated with a num­ 
ber of holes. 
I t was through these per­ 
forated holes that the wind found its way 
to the reeds, which where thus operated 
upon according to the position and dimen­ 
sions of the apertures.
